The Berlin Post deprecates the re- 
velations, but admits that it is not incon- 
ceivable that patriot anxiety to protect 
Germany from the dan^jer of war may 
have induced Prince Bismarck to kimlle 
this waniLog beacon visible to everyone 
froni afar. The correapondent thinks 
than Biamarclc's chief motive was to 
create a seneational diveraion in favor of 
the Preibund and. to prevent the govern- 
ment from trying to improve its relations 
with England. 

Hamburg, Oct. 28. — The Hambureer 
Nachrichten, Prince BistDrtrck'e recoj;- 
iiized organ, deniea that the interview 
pablished in the Xeue Fieie Presse, of 
Vienna, on October 25, was had with 
Prince Bismarck, as was intimated at 
the time. The statesman, -when inter- 
viewed on that occasion, was reportrd as 
expressing theopinion tliat the czar's vis- 
to France was uccesBury to keep the 
French in good humor, and that the 
overpowering question before the world 
now is the Ilusao-English aiitagoniani. 
The Hamburger Nachrichten further- 
more confirms the assertion that 
the secret Ruaso - German treaty 
of .• 1884-90, the existence of 
which^wia8 first disclosed by that jour- 
nal last week, was not renewed in 1890, 
ovving to tlie ontbrettk_of 'the chancellor 
crisis which resulted' in Prince Bis- 
marck's retirement and th^ opposition 
to the treaty of General von Oaprivi, 
Bismarck's successor in the chancellor- 
ship. 

Vienna, Oct. 28.— The official Au.s- 
trian c'rKaiis are still silent ou the sub- 
ject of tiie revelations made by Prince 
IJismarck in the Hamijurger Nachrich- 
ten, rcKarding the alliance between 
Germany and Austria during the last 
years of his regime ns chancellor; but 
an article in the Xeufreie Presse on the 
subject has attracted much attention, 
declaring that a written treaty or agree- 
ment between EuBSia and-Germany actu- 
ally existed without the "knowledge of 
the other powers. This agreeajent it 
appears was signed in 1884 and for six 
years pledged tlie parties to benevolent 
neutrality in tlie event that either was 
attacked without provocation. When 
the treaty expired tlie German chancel- 
lorship crisis occurred, and Caprivi on 
coming into oflice objected to its 
renewal on the ground tliat it comi)li- 
cated Germany's policy and could not be 
continued. Germany's refusal to renew 
the agreement and her simultaneous 
friendly police towards Eilgland it ap- 
pears, influenced tlio Russian alliance 
with France, The Neue Freie Presee in 
the above article also declares Austria's 
confidence in the loyalty of the present 
German government. ' 

BuDA Pesth, Oct. 28.— The Pester 
Lloyd, speaking of the Bismarck revela- 
tion, says that- 'Austria is 'not"6atisfied 
with the present state of affaire and with 
Gerinanj-'s assurance that her honesty 
and loyalty to lier treaty obligations 
have lieen nowise im))airc(l by Prince 
jiemarck's revolations of tlie formor en- 
tente between Germany and Ixusaia. 

P.Mtis, Oct. 28. — Le Temps declares 
that the alliance between Russia and 
France has nothing ia itinimical to Eng- 
land.

CAMPAIGN IN CUBA. 

New and More Vigofoos Operations Have 
Been Inaugurated by the Snanisti 
'AuUiorltles. 

New YoftE, Oct. 20. — Senor Dupuy de 
Lome, the Spanish minister now in this 
city, to-day received the following offi- 
cial cablegram from the Duke of Tetuan, 
minister of state, Madrid: " ;\[adrid, 
Oct. 28: Cablegrams from Cuba convey 
the information that a new campaign in 
Piriar del Rio ])rovince has com- 
menced. The columns under Gonzales, 
Monoz, Echague, Segura, Fernan- 
dez and Devoa have occupied the 
positions assigned to them in the moun- 
tains of Pinar del Bio. The column 
under Segura captured an imiiortant 
strategic jiosition in theGargantuCorda. 
Twice the enemy attempted to reoccupy 
the pass and dislodge hia command. A 
severe engagement followed when the 
rebels were forced to retreat abandoning 
<)'l dead." 

In explanation of the Duke ofTetuan's 
cablegram It may bo well to state that 
the fall and winter uamiiaigu against 
Maceo and his ounmiand was 
planned at a council of war 
lield In Ifava; and an active 
campaign, iiiteiuled to dislodge Maceo 
from the mountains of Pinar del Rio, 
and to drive him towards an open plain 
beyond Jibe mountains,, beyond which is 
the new^tirbcha deenied Impassable by 
the Spanish authorities. The campaign 
was only initiated at Mantua village on 
the Northwest slope of the mountains 
where Maceo was dislodged and driven 
in an easterly direction to the mountains. 
The recent attack -by Maceo and hia 
fraitlees attempt to cross the troclia are 
kiiowu. Many ilyim; columns, backed 
by mountain artillery, are constantly 
harrassing him.

London, Oct. 28,— The Marquis of Duf' 
ferin, who has recently retired from the 

post of British ambassador at Paris, was 
accorded a banquet at Belfast to-night, 
at which he made a speech. He declared 
that owing to his age and deafness he 
had definitely retired from oflicinl life. 
Although England was not loved, the 
Marquis continued, she bad no dispute 
with any nation of Europe, ex- 
cept Turkey. The salvation of 
the Armenians, he asserted, cannot be 
found in any scheme applied to the 
Armenians alone, but in reforms giving 
protection to all Turkish subjects. The 
Marquis also expressed the hope that 
the United States and England would be 
the first to practically apply the prin- 
cipal of arbitration to the settlement of 
international disputes. Lord Dufl'erin 
said that every Englishman's soul would 
revolt in horror at the thought of any 
fratricidal collision with the United 
States wliich would only result in involv- 
ing the United States and them in a 
common ruin. 

The Times dispatch from Simla, Indian} 
says: " During the famine the Punjab 
will benefit enormously from irrigation 
in the tract sujiplied by the Ciienab 
canal, the extensions of which are being 
vigorously pushed. The Gujranwala and 
Jungsections of the canal have just been 
opened, watering two hundred thousand 
acres, which will mostly be sown with 
wheat. The soil ia rich and is certain 
to yield splendidly. The whole project 
is an enormous one, bringing vast tracts 
of waste land into cultivation. The 
crops from other lands about the Chenab 
canal are abundant, and, besides, only 
one-tenth of the last wheat crop was ex- 
ported. It ia known that the grain aup- 
ply of the. Punjab is very large, but the 
dealers are holding their stocks and 
raising prices from larger profits." 

Mail advices received at Marseilles 
from Antanarivo, capital of the island 
of Madagascar, say that on September 
15 the (lucen, accompanied by the gen- 
eral commanding the garrison and a 
strong es'iort, made a tour around the 
capital, during which she was attacked 
b}' the insurgents, who killed five of her 
escort and wounded ten others. Thirty 
insurgents were killed. 

King Humbert and Queen Margherita 
and the Prince of Naples and his bride, 
Princess Helene, listened to a grand ser- 
enade to-night from the balcony of the 
Quirinal. The approaches to the palace 
were thronged with a multitude of peo- 
ple and great enthusiasm was mani- 
fested.

Weyler'.s Latest Orders— Pri.soners Sliot—

Havana, Oct. 28. — Captain General 
Weyler has issued orders to the com- 
manders of the Spanish columns that 
the horses of captured insurgents shall 
be turned over to the privates of the in- 
fantry companies, thus providing for a 
more efficacious pursuit of the insur- 
gents and for the more expeditious dis- 
persal of the armed bands of insurgents 
in Matanzas and Havana province. 

The prosecutor has made application 
for the imposition of the death penalty 
in the cdiirt jiu'.rlial of the inHun^(»nt 
leader Lopez Goloma; for a term of 1-1 
years' iinprosonment in the case of 
iSotoro INIendez ; and for a term of 10 
years' imprisonment in the case of 
Manuel Collaso. 

Gonzales Lanuza, an ex-magistrate of 
the supremo court, who had been sent 
to Chaffearins, has been ordered to re- 
turn to Havana on account of hia rela- 
tion to the caae of the dynamiters.

A correspondent of , the Daily Mail at 
Vienna is assured that one of the impe- 
rial yachts is nnchored opposite Becti- 
kac, near Constantinople, closely guard- 
ed day and night, and that there is a 
subterranean passage from the Yildiz 
JCiosk to the seashore, which is patrolled 
npcpaaingly and is kept lighted. Vice- 
Admiral Onakrii commander o£ the im- 
perial yacht, baa been instructed to re- 
main at anchor at BeCtiltac until farther 
orders. 

Spencer Pratt, consul general of the 
United States at Singapore, says the 
geographical position of Singapore gives 
that country the command of the straits 
of Malacca, and thug virtual control both 
of the trade of the Indian archipelago 
and of Europe with the China seas. 

The Ecuador national convention has 
ordered that all property conliecated 
during the revolution te restored. All 
the banks and the principal business 
houses of the city have resumed oper- 
ations. 

■ An official dispatch received at Mad- 
rid from Manila says a conspiracy has 
been discovered on Suln archipelago, a 
portion of the Spanish colonjr of the 
Philippine Islands. Eight soldiers have, 
already been killed in an attempt to 
suppress the uprising. Reinforcements 
liave been sent from Manila. 

The Chronicle's New York correspond 
ent cables that the anti-silverites are 
openly buying votes in the state at $10 
a piece. 

A Berlin dispatch s.ays: Mr. Perry 
' Bertholow, United States Consul at 
Mayence, is being prosecuted for severely 
injuring an inmate of his house, by 
striking him on the head with his re 
• volver. 

A special dispatch from Berlin says 
theGJerman government ia profoundly 
irritated at the disclosures made by the 
Hamburger Nachrichten, Prmce BiS' 
marck's organ, on Monday last, in stat- 
ing that a defensive alliance existed 
between Kussia and Germany during 
the last years Prince Bismarck was in 
oBice. It is also stated that the govern- 
ment is thinking of prosecuting the 
Hamburger Nachrichten and " those by 
whom it is inspired," evidently refer- 
ring to the ex-chancellor. 

Workmen at the Constantinople ar- 
senal struck to-day. The cause of the 
strike was non-payment of arrears in 
wages. 

A Brussels dispatch says the breach of 
promise suit for |lO,(K)Ojbrought by Miss 
Van ITacke against Major Lothaire, the 
Congo Free State official, was adjourned 
to-day for a week. 

A telegram received at Lisbon from 
St. Paul de Leon, Portuguese West Af- 
rica, says the Portuguese expedition has 
just punished the rebellions natives. 
They burned many of tlieir villages and 
killed one hundred rebels. 

The Times prints a letter from Mr. 
Moreton Frewen, dated Chieago, ex- 
pressing confidence in Bryan's election. 
Mb is certain, the letter says, tliat Mc- 
ICinley must carry all the seven great 
central states in order to avoid being 
b.!atea. The Times points out editori- 
ally that theii* correspondent in New 
York, who hitherto maintained that the 
Eepubhcana were in little danger of de- 
feat, sends a dispatch yesterday admit- 
ting that the situation is disquieting. 
"The most serious factor," saya the 
Times, " ia the prominence wliieli Bryan 
now gives the SocialiHtside of his policy." 
The Times adds : " The victory of these 
doctrines would be fatal to confidence. 
Aryan's return would he calamitous, n.it 
only to America, hut to all the civilized 
world, even though active legislative 
spoliation might not immeiliately be 
possible. We see nothing in the situa- 
tion to ail'ect our hopes that Americans 
will choose the better part, though we 
do not look forward with much con- 
fidence to the policy of McKinley's gov- 
ernment if he is elected." 

The S.S. Alameda, from. Sydney for 
San Francisco, took £426,000 (.152,125,000) 
in gold.

The Daily Mail publishes an interview 
with Mr. II, J. Wickiiam, of the Navy 
League, Toronto, urging that an aux- 
iliary British navy be gradually estab- 
lished by liberally suliaidiaing the im- 
proved mercantile cruisers manned and 
officered by a system of naval reserve, 
which shall include colonial seamen. 



LANSDOWNE AT LEEDS. 

The Former Governor of Canada Thinks the 
Venezuelan Question WiU Be 
^ Amicably Settled. 

• ' LoNi)OKr, Oct; 28. — ^ The \Marquis of 
Lanadowne, Secretary of State for War, 
made an address on politiciil issues at 
Leeds last night. The speaker expressed 
the belief that the Venezuelan question 
would soon be dealt with by an arbitra- 
tor or by an amicable compromise. In 
the course of hia address he said that 
tho Indian government felt the gravest 
fears aa to the possible loss of life from 
famiue'and he suggested that the under- 
taking of irrigation works would do the 
utmost good towards relieving the dis- 
tress! 

Keferring to the recent statement of 
Sir Edward Glarke, ; formerly - solicitor- 
general in Lord Saliabury'a last govern- 
ment, that no impartial arbiter would 
decide in favor of Great Britain on the 
Venezuelan queation, the Marquis as- 
serted that he was given to understand 
that Sir Edward only referred to the dis- 
trict beyond the Schomburg line. This, 
said the Marquia, was a minor point, 
and was open to a wide divergence of 
opinion. But he assured his hearers 
that Great Britain's claim to the ter- 
ritory as iv wlmle was not i)ut for\v;ird 
without the most careful consideration 
There was reason to believe, ho coU' 
tinned, that there was a time aoproach- 
ing when such questions aa these would 
1)0 dealt with by arbitration or by com- 
promise under suitable conditiouH. 
When tho time came they would go to 
court, not believing that every point 
would be given in the case, hut confi- 
dent tliat their claima at any rate were 
supported by evidence based on well es- 
tablished principles of international law.

THE VBNEZUELA.N CASE. 

WAfiniNCTON, Oct. 128. — The VenexAie- 
lan government has forwarded lo Wash- 
ington Qity a briel'prepared at Caracas 
by a'commission of five eminent jurists 
oil the IJritish-Venezuelan boundary 
ciucstion. It will be submitted to the 
tJnited States commission as soon as the 
translation ia completed. . Thebrittf om- 
ers 300 pages and is said to be a forcible 
presentation of the case^' 

Asid^'frflim: this 'brief coming direct 
from Venezuelii, Messrs. Scruggs and 
.Storrow, counsel for Venezuela in this 
country, are aoout to submit final ar- 
guments. Heretofore the documents 
Iiubllshcd have been jioints of evidence, 
l)ut taking i)roof is now practically over, 
and final arguments are in order. 

A recentdocunient which caused nuich 
comment among oQicials, purports to bo 
written by a Jesuit priest, lie presents 
tiio English side of the case, citing 
Catholic authorities, drawn from tho 
Vatican archives. The book was printed 
at Kome. Venezuelan ollicials say the 
views it expresses have been fully met 
and overcome in the Venezuelan docu- 
ments presented to the commiaaion. 



EoBSL.^ND, Oct. 2G. — (Special) — One of 
the most aerioua problems thla govern- 
ment will have to contend with shortly 
is the practibe which prevails among 
prospectors of adopting for their claima 
the names of mines which development 
has already made famous, in the hope, 
perhaps, of deluding investors by giving 
an additional value to their holdings, 
No name should be registered in the 
same district if it has been previously 
adopted for some other claim. As mat- 
ters stand now the country is in a' state 
of bewildering uncertainty, due to this 
pernicious practice. In one locality I 
find no less than four locations that bear 
the same name. There is another evil 
practice that cannot be too quickly put 
a stop to. It is the custom of fastening 
the same name on one, two or three 
creeks, as the case may be. As a conse- 
quence we have two Wild Horse creeks, 
two Salmon rivers, two China creeks, 
and any number of Rock creeks. When 
a new government map ahall be issued 
these streams ought to be renamed, 
and a fruitful source of eonfualon and 
uncertainty will be put an end to. 

I find the sentiment of the district op- 
j)osed to large grants of public lands for 
any purpiise whatsoever. It is true that 
there would have been no railways built 
unless a liberal policy had been adopted 
towards capitalists ; but it is admitted 
on all aides that the recent discoveries of 
gold have rendered further grants un- 
necessary. All the roads are self-sup- 
porting; some are making large profits, 
and it is argued that future grants should 
be small, if any at all are made. 

Ye8terda.y I metasolemn-viBaged man 
on the summit of Red mountain. He 
was gazing heavenward and seemed ab- 
sorbed in thought. As I npproaclied he 
greeted me in agrim sortof way. Having 
obtained from him the information I 
Hought I was moving away when he laid 
his hand gently on my horse's bridle and 
asked : 

" Have you thought over this land 
([uestion at all?" 

I admitted that I had not bestowed 
much mental labor on the matter. 

" Well, sir," he continued " the coun- 
try is in a bad fix. I have studied the 
thing out and have arrived at the con- 
clusion that the people are juat nowhere. 
Look,'^ he continued, with a long sweep 
of tis arm over about one-third of the 
horizon, " That's Oorbin." With another 
sweep of his arm, he cried : " That's 
Heinze." With a third sweep which ap- 
peared to take in all the remainder of 
the land, he exclaimed, " That's the C. 
P.R." 

" You've left nothing for the i)ublic," 
I said. 

" The public — the people," ho replied. 
" No they have nothing left on earth. 
Heaven is their home. Thank God, we 
can't be robbed of that!" 

Without Stopping to (juestion the 
soundness of this man's judgment or'en 
aorsing in the slightest degree hia hy- 
perbolical sentiinentH, I wisli lo say that 
ins views are shared by a majority — 
a largo majority — of the peo])lo 
of West KoRslaiid.. It is thought that 
the government lias done enough — tliat 
they have been more than gonerons in 
their land gifts to railway syndicntes, 
and that a halt must now ho called. Em- 
boldened by the success of those who 
have gone before, fresh inroads are about 
to be made into the public domain. It 
,^Ould be well if the government should 
weigh well all demands and not yield to 
the argument that because they have 
given away much land with a generous 
hand in the paat they ahould' continue 
to do so in the future. 

The Tiamway between Roasland and 
Trail is to be supplied with more rolling 
stock. Amongst tlie cars on tho way is 
one that was the private car of Brighani 
Young. It is said to be fitted up in a 
style of Oriental magnificence, and lins 
acconnnodation for about thirty wives. 

It is useless to refer to discoveries and 
development in the district. It is the 
same old story of largo prospects iuul 
rich mines. Both Rossland and Trail 
continue to grow with marvellous rapid- 
ity. Rossland has doubled in popula- 
tion in five months and ia atill growing, 
while a real eatate boom has aet in.

NELSON. 
(From the Tribune.) 
The Canadian Pacific Mining and 

Milling company of Minneapolis, Min- 
nesota, is making great lieadway in the 
develojiment of the group of claims 
o.vned by it on Woodbury creek, and 
the indications are that at least two of 
the company's properties will be con- 
siderable shippers in the near future. 

A Spokane company, stocked for 
.f')UO,00O, the head of which is S. A. 
15ailey, has taken over tho DcUio and 
eomnieuced work. A tunnel is being 
driven in from the Lilly May ground to 
tap the ledge and drain the 90 foot 
shaft, 

E. J. Matthews and W, Braden have 
taken over the lease and option held by 
Clark & Co. on the TariiT, and have six 
men working on the property. The 
Tariflf is located on a very lar^e quartz 
ledge carrying large quantities of con- 
centrating ore. Clark & Co. did consid- 
erable surface work and shipped two or 
three cars of ore. The )iroperty is now 
being developed by an incline sliaft, 
which is down 'JO feet, from which adrift 
has been run -15 feet. The showing con- 
eists of about two feet of clean ore con- 
tinuous with the drift as far as it has 
gone. ^ 

-Maxwell Stevenson, of Philadelphia, 
has Sjient considerable money on the 
Highhuuier this season. The showing 
is very good. The pay ore is found in 
two streaks, one on ths hanging wall 
and the other on th& footwall of a big 
ledse. The streak on the hanging wall 
will average 00 ounces silver and about 
seven per vent lead. That found on the 
foot wall runs about 30 ounces silver and 
tiO per cent, lead, There is a foot of 
good oie in the face of the south drift, 
and ill the upraise there js something 
better than a foot of ore all the way. 

The Tiger claim, on Cedar creek, has 
been secured by Mr. Ritchie, of Spo- 
kane, and ia being opened up. The ledge 
is about six feet wide, and a shaft has 
been sunk upon it tiO feet. The ore body 
is about two feet wide, and assays be- 
tween 40 ami 50 ounces silver and 70 per 
cent. lead. 

Four men are working on the Albion, 
a property adjoining the Highlander. 
The men have a contract for running a 
L'oO-foot tunnel, which it is expected wdll 
reach the ledge at 200 feet.

Vinces. A. W. McCune, of Salt Lake, 
is one of the heaviest holders. It ia said 
that he owns seventeen claims, but as 
he has made no pretence to work any 
save the Skyline, the progress of the 
camp has been slow. During the past 
summer, Iiowevcr, several new coni- 
l>anies have taken hold of Ainsw'ortli 
properties, and are engaged iir develop- 
ing tbeni, wdiidi in a measure compen- 
sates for the shutting tlawn ot the .Sky- 
line. The closing down of this property 
was a surprise to everyone in the camji, 
as it was paying a good return. During 
JIarch and April 870 tons were shipped 
from it, and since it has been worked it 
is estimated that it has earned between 
if.SO,(iOO and $50,000. 

3lanager Shawof the Britannia Min- 
ing Uonipaiiy, of N'ova Scotia, is having 
mnrkeil siiccc-s in Xo. 1. There are 20 
men al work on the property, and regu- 
lar shipments are made uf concentrates 
an<l clean ore. Ttecent ilevelopnrent has 
disclosed an even richer showdng than 
was had in the celebrated silver drift. 
The big Idanket ledge of No. 1 has 
bothered every one who has attempted 
to work the property, by reason of its 
eccentricities. It was decided to run a 
drift in a northwesterly direction from 
one of the old workings. Winn this 
drift waa run in -1.5 feet the ledge was 
struck) and a line body of high grade ore 
was exposed. A shaft was sunk 45 feet 
on the discovery, which showed 12-feet 
of hi^h grade ore in three different 
places. A sample across the face of onf^ 
of these showings gave a return of 275 
ounces silver.

THE NEW REGIME. 

The working of the new spoils system 
which jMr- Israel Tarte is doing hia hest 
to establish ia well illustrated by what 
he has done at Arnprior, Ontario. In 
that town, as in Victoria, the Dominion 
Government are erecting a structure 
\vliich is to serve the double purpose of 
cuatom house. and post office. II was 
being built under a Clerk of Works, Mr. 
B. V. Stafford, who is an experienced 
builder and contractor. Mr. Stafford 
has in some way given offence to the 
powers that be, or, as is more likely, 
there is in the town an influential Grit 
who haa applied for his positiou and 
^\-honi it is considered not exactly safe to 
refuse. However that may he, Sir. Staf- 
ford the other day got the grand bounce. 
Thia Was not because he was incompetent 
or unfaithful, for we read that Mr. 
Adaiua. the Government Inspector, on 
the very day that Mr. SttiO'ord was dis- 
missecj examined the work and express- 
ed hitnself thoroughly satislied at the 
way iu which it was carried on. It ia 
the Arnprior Watchman, the Grit news- 
paper of the town, that bears this testi- 
mony to Mr. Stafford's efficiency. ' 

When Mr. Stafford the builder and 
contractor was dismissed, another Olerk 
of Works was ready to take his place. 
Aud whom did the Government appoint 
aa Clerk of Works? What had been hia 
occupation? This is a contindrum that 
every sonsihle man in the country would 
have to give up ; and the iiiore sense he 
liad the more likely he would betoguess 
wrong. "The man appointed by the Gov- 
ernment to superintend theerection of the 
Arnprior custom house and post othce 
building had been a dry goods clerk. 
" He," writes a correspondent of the 
Ottawa Citizen, "haa always been a 
clerk in his father's dry goods store, and 
he lately got a few ticket atienoies. He 
has never bad any kind of experience in 
building or architectural work of any 
kind.

THJ-^ ''CHANGE" ASKED FOR. 

There were voters previous to the last 
election who at a loss for an ar({ument to 
justify their voting for the Liberals de- 
clared that " the country wanto a 
change," "itistiiuewe had a change." 
This was the silliest and stui)idest i)re- 
text that was ever resorted to to make 
inconsistency and caprice appear reason- 
able; and tbe people are beginning to 
find this out. The advocates of change 
for the sake of change have bisen sudcees- 
ful. They now have the change they 
longed for. How much the better are 
they or the country at large for it? We 
arutiuite certain that there is not one man 
in ten in any province of the Dominion 
who honestly believes — whatever he 
may say — that the change of Govern- 
ment ia now, or is likely to be in the 
future, an improvoment. 

The new Government haa done no- 
thing whatever to benefit the country, 
and there ia no indication that the ad- 
ministration of public aii'airs is now 
purer, more energetic or better in any 
way than it was under the Conserva- 
tives. In matters of policy the Liberals 
are wholly wanting in originality. They 
Jiave even to subsidising the butter trade 
and making provision for cold storage 



imitated the trade policy of their 
predecessors. In the matter of 
conciliatinc: Manitoba they have, 
it must be admitted, departed 
from the course followed by the late 
Government. But is the departure here 
an improvement?^ Has the abandon- 
ment of the. line' of action pointed put 
and provided- fbtr' by' ihe Oonstitutipn, 
and the adoption of a policy bf system* 
atic bribery, been a change for the bet- 
ter? We do not believe that the people 
of Canada will aay that is. 

It may be said that it is too soon to 
look for results; that the Government 
have not been long enough in office to 
show what they "can do. We are far 
from admitting that this ia the case. 
Placing a man with Mr. Israel Tarte'a 
lecord at the head of one of the 
great spending departments of the 
Government 'and attempting to bring 
about a settlement of the Mani- 
toba school question by corrupt 
means are acta which warrant any 
discerning in man coming to conclusions 
unfavorable to the character of the ad- 
ministration. The Government that 
shows such a tendency as is indicated by 
these acts in the first few montha of ita 
existence is not likely to improve as it 
gets older. The old saying, " A new 
broom sweeps clean," is familiar to all ; 
and no one who has any regard for the 
truth can say that the Liberal new 
broom is in any good sense sweeping 
clean, or, indeed, that it is clean itself. 
Those who believed that the change 
which they helped to bring about would 
result in giving the country purer and 
more vigorous government must be al- 
ready di.;appointed, and nothing has yet 
been done since it has been ellected to 
warrant the conclusion that ita conae- 
queuces in the future will he in any re- 
spect better. - ,jj 

.1 DISCORDANT NOTE. 

La Patrie, the paper owned and edited 
by Mr. Beaugrand, one of the ex-mayors 
of Montreal, is not remarkable for the 
loyalty of ita utterances. It sometimes 
leans towards annexation aud at others 
it exhibits a yearning for independence. 
Mr. Beaugrand is very French indeed, 
and altogether republican. He seems 
to be jmpatient of British rule. He has 
taken offence at the decoration of the 
statute of Nelson on tbe anniversary of 
the battle of Trafalgar, and he eihibits 
his displeasure in a rather truculent 
manner. But there is no harm in Jlr. 
Beaugrand. He is a good citizen and at 
bottom a worthy man. He has his hobby 
and at times he rides it vigorously. Peo- 
ple smile at the exhibition which he 
makes of himself, but there are very few 
indeed, eveil among his French- 
Canadian compatriots, who aeem 
inclined to follow his examjile. 
Intelligent French Canadians, as a rule, 
know when they are well oU". They are 
convinced that they would not be so free 
as they are now— have so much of their 
own way— under either the French Tri- 
color or the American Stars and Stripes. 
British rule ia to them pleasant. They, 
in feiet, hardly feel that it is a rule at 
all. They are almost comi)leteIy self- 
governed, and when Mr. Beaugrand 
talks of the "British yoke" they must 
be puz/.led to guess what he means. 
They know that there is no yoke on their 
necks, and when they compare their con- 
dition with that of the citizens ofl-'rance, 
either at home or in any French colony, 
they see that they have reason to con- 
gratulate themaelvea that their lot ia 
cast among a people who thoroughly 
understand what liberty means in prac- 
tice as well as in tlieorv. 



ONTARIO GOLD FIEL.DS- 

Most people will be surprised to hear 
that there are gold fields in Ontario. It 
is tolerably well known that there are 

silver mines in the Lake Superiorregion, 
but till! talk about gold in any jiart of 
Ontario has been looked upon as sensa- 
tional brag. But it seems that there 
really is an extensive region in that 
great province which may yet be count* 
ed among the gold-producing areas of 
the world. It extends from Lac des 
jNIille J^acs to the western shore of Lake 
of the Woods, and from Kainy Luke, on 
the Minnesota boundary, to I^ac Scul.on 
the border of Keewatin. This tract is 
about three thousand square miles in 
extent. Within the last four or five 
years discoveries of gold-bearing rock 
have been made on the borders of Lake 
of the Woods and along the Manitou aud 
Wabigoon rivers, on Rainy Lake, and 
near the river Seine. 

FroB])Ccting for gold in this region has 
received an impetus during the last four 
or five months, and what are considered 
valuable discoveries have been made. 
Mining haa been commenced, and tbe 
results are aaid to be very encouraging. 

The ore of thia wide re^tion, the 
Winnijieg Nor'Weater says, is almost 
altogether free milling, so much so that 
with a stamp mill eighty or ninety per 
cent, of the gold may be" taken off the 
plates. It is usual to apeak of placer de- 
posits as the poor man's field for mining, 
hut with free milling ore which yieldd 
.$10 to .$20 or per ton, and a mill of 
live or ten ataiiips, which can be sol up 
and fiiUj' eijuippeil at a coat of ,$5,000 to 
$10,000, there is ample encouragement 
for a venturo'by the mining man who 
knows his business and is possessed of 
even modest means. 

The country ia very sparsely settled, if 
settled at all, but the goldfielda are ac- 
ceaaible by water. The discoveries made 
are along the canoe routes, so the pros- 
pector* and miner have had but little 
trouble in conveying supplies and ma- 
chinery to the goldfields. 
What the actual results have beeu, 



further than is contained in the passage 
of the article we have quoted, we have 
no ineana of knowing. If they had been 
rich and striking, more would have been 
heard of the goldfielde of Ontario, for in 
these days the fame of a new gold region 
is soon spread, far and wide, aud no one 
Buspoots that tbe Vccohiits fall very short 
of the truth. If these Ontario gold dig- 
gings turn out well much more will be 
heard about them in the near future. 
A? it 18, the Ontario papers are begin- 
ning to boast bravely of the mineral 
wealth of their province. ' •> 



BEGINNING TO DOUBT. 

There are many indications that in- 
telligent men in England are beginning 
to find that the policy of free trade is 
not suited to the circumstances of the 
country in these days. ■ There is a note 
of distrust of the infallibility of free 
trade in the following extract from an 
article in the London Times of the cJrd 
instant: 

There can be no doubt that com- 
mercial rivalry has assumed for some 
years back an asjiect which did not enter 
into the contemplation of Peel and Cob- 
den at the time of the abolition of the 
Corn Laws, and whicli was not apparent 
even at the much later jjeriod when, 
about twenty years ago, Fawcett exiiress- 
ed his conlidence in the ultimate and 
not distant victor}' of free trade princi- 
ples all over the world. We have now 
to deal with protection as a settled 
policy definitely adopted and steadily 
pursued by the more powerful nations, 
no longer content with a defensive atti- 
tude, but avowedly adopting aggressive 
tactics, appealing boldly, and, as it 
seems, successfully to nopiilar sympa- 
thies and advancing with the help of a 
vigilant and enterprising diplomacy. 

The Saturday Review is more out- 
spoken. In a recent article on a trade 
topic it said : 

To sum u)), all the arguments on which 
tbe policy of free imports was leased have 
been destroyed by the events of the last 
fifty years. Unless we wish ourselves to 
be destroyed for the sake of a theory we 
must re-write our political economy" ancl 
revise our tariflf. 

Wff doubt whether it is within the 
bounds of human capacity to devise a 
policy suited to all circumstances and 
which will continue sound for all time.

She had had a very 
uneventful trip, experiencing nothing 
but fine weather and smooth sens. She 
brings a full cargo and as passengers 29 
Chinese for Victoria and 79 for Tacoma ; 
■13 Japanese for this city and five for Ta- 
coma, besides the following in the saloon : 
Owen Williams, Hy. Sniffen, H. G. 
Shaw, Mrs. S. E. Dithlefsen, Master 
iJithlefsen, 0. T.. Boeck, G. B. Dodwell, 
Capt. Furber, General Solomke, Madame 
Solouike, J. L. Mayers, Mrs. Mayers, 0. 
,M. Bernard, Miss AI. Morgan, iMaster N. 
Jlortran, C. Brouard, p. Boig, A. O. 
Decker, Ivystaro Horikoshi, and T. Lee 
Dye, Mr. .Shaw is the chief othcer of the 
Victoria, and came across the Pacific to 
spend a few iiolidays in thigoity; his 
position being temporarily filled by Cap- 
tain Dixson, one of the officers of the 
steamship Olympia. Of the otluir pas- 
sengers General and Madame Solomke 
rank very high in Japanese aristocracy. 
They are on a tour of pleasure and 
propose devoting much of their time 
to a study of life in the prineinal cities 
of the United States, sailing afterwards 
for Europe. Mr. G, B. Dodwell is pay- 
ing one ot his periodical and important 
visits to America in connection with his 
firm's vast shipping interests, while the 
majority of the other passengers are 
Americans returning from more or less 
protracted residence in the Orient. 
Japanese exchanges received by the 
Victoria contain very little interesting 
news. One publishes a very higlily col- 
ored account of a recent race between 
the I'Vench eteanisliii) Alger und tlie 
J^mpress of China, in which the former 
ia said to liavo jiroved lierself victor. 
The Daily Xews reports that Count 
Caasini, Jvussian minister, has left for 
home on leave of absence. He delayed 
his going for some time, as he refused to 
proceed until the Manchuria railway 
treaty between Russia and China had 
been signed. jThe Chinese £mperor 
tried to postpone the signature of this 
secret treaty until after Li Hung Chang's 
arrival at Pekin, but to this the Russian 
minister would not submit. According 
to a report the Japanese are secretly 
aiding the rebels in Manila. A rumor 
was in circulation to the ellect that two 
Japanese steamers had succeeded in 
secretly landing over 3,000 stand of anna 
on llja southern coast ot the main island. 
Several Japanese were arrested and a 
thorough search of tlieir resiliences was 
made. The .Japanese became alarmed 
and placed themselves under the pro- 
tection of the German consulate. As a 
further protection for the Japanese at 
M,anila the Japanese government sent a 
warship there.

BIBLE WINES. 



Rev. Dr, Lucas Lectures on Temperance at 
Calvary Baptist Clmrcb, 

Tlio lecture delivered hy Rev. Dr. 
Lucas at Calvary Baptist church last 
night was not, perhaps, quite so popular 
in its character as tlie others of his 

urpc. The subject was the " Wines of 
ino liible," antl was directed towards 
a ri'futation of arguments that the 
Bible sanctioned the use of intoxicants. 
In the first place the lecturer stros e to 
Hiiow that it would not be consiatont 
t.ir ilic Bible in one place to commend 
the use of an intoxicant and in another 
place to condemn it. Wine was spoken 
of as the product ot the grape, and 
wine could be perfectly non- 
alcoholic if properly made. The 
speaker in alludTng to the scriptural say- 
ing about old and new wine , explained 
that it was a mistake to suppose that 
wine could not be prepared so that it 
would age aud still be non-alcoholic. 
He liad fasted non-alcoholic wine iu 
Australia four years old, and ho knew of 
its being kojit even 25 years- in London, 
and yet be iierfectly harmless. The 
lecturer condemned the practice of aonie 
ministers using the term grajie juice or 
syruj) instead of speaking plainly oi 
wine, meaning not alcohol, but what ho 
called the harmlesB wine. The Bible it- 
self spoke of wine, as in Isaiah where 
" the new wine in the cluster" is al- 
luded to. Turning in the second part ot 
the lecture to the scientific aspect of the 
question, the speaker, showed the diifer- 
encBj between : what; be^Qonsidered the 
Bible wine and the wine containing 
alcohol, which was forbidden b;y the 
Scripture. In the firstnamed wine it was 
heated and sealed so that the air could 
not get to it, while in the second case 
ferinentntion was allowed to get in and 
produced alcohol. In non-alcoholic wine 
the constituents were sugar, lime, pbos- 
pliorue and others which went to sustain 
life, while in fermented wine the germs 
of decomposition had set in and alcohol 
was formed at the expensfl' of whole- 
Bomeness, 

Dr. Lewis Hall presided at the meet 
ing antl Mr. Wilfred Lucas gave two or 
three recitations during the evening. 

This afternoon Eev. Dr. Lucaa ad 
dressea the W.O.T.U. at Temperance

Captain McCalluni Gives a Graphic 
Leucription of His Row Witli 
tlie Accused. 



The preliminary hearing of the charge 
against J. A. Lawrence of obtaining 
money under false pretences was opened 
in the police court yesterday and at- 
kracteid a great deal of intereat, tlie crowd 
of ' spectators being unusually large. 
There was a little preliminary sparring 
between the lawyers for the crown and 
the defence during the taking of Captain 
McOallum's evidence, Mr. Bodwell, who 
with Mr. II. D. Helmcken is defending, 
objecting to. the wide range covered by 
Mr. A. G. Smith for the crown in his in- 
troductory remarlrs. Mr. Bodwell 
thought the evidence should be tioil 
down to the exact charge against 
hia client, while Mr. Sniitli 
argued that in ii preliminary 
hearing thia was not neceas'iry as at a 
trial. At a preliniinary hearing evidence 
■was heard for the purpose of finding out 
what charge, if any, lay auainst the ac- 
cused, whereas in a trial only the sj)U- 
citic indicLinent could be in(iuired into. 

This view of the Crown was upheld by 
the magistrate. 

Captain McCailum in his evidence 
was inclined to he somewhat lengthy, 
entering into even the minutest details. 
He first told how he had become 
acquainted with the accused, in June 
last,', when Mir. Lawrence got an option 
on the Ophir mine and undertook 
to go to London to sell it. 
"Witness had, with this view, 
given Lawrence a bag of quart/ rich 
in gold, a small parcel of gold amalgam, 
a gold ingot valued at $131.85 and some 
gold nuggets. These all came from the 
Ophir, mine and were to be used by [,aw- 
lence in selling the property in London. 
Witness next told of his meeting Law- 
rence in August, when the accused was 
driving in from Goldstreaui. The ac- 
cused had then told him he had some- 
thing EO good in the way of quartz claims 
at Goldstream that he intended to work 
the property instead of going to London 
al)ont the Ophir mine. Witness as a 
xeaolt of the conversation went out the 
next day and inspected the claims. 
There were u6 new workings, the tunnels 
he saw and the' workings all being old. 
Lawrence proposed that day to go into a 
general mining partnership with him 
but this witness had declined. On Aug- 
ust 39 Lawrence said he owned a half in- 
terest in the Stanley, Edith, Kate, Won- 
der and Hope claims at Goldstream, 
and that Mr. Donaldson had made as- 
says of the ore as high as .$25 a ton. The 
accused, after praising up the claims, 
had said ho thought he might be able to 
purchase the remaining tialf interest 
from the Snider brothers and John 
Daly for $1,500, and offered to give wit- 
ness a quarter interest for that amount, 
Iceeping the otiier for himself. This, 
added to the half interest Lawrence al- 
ready had, would give the accused a 
three-quarter intereat in the claims and 
witness one quarter. Lawrence said he 
was going to put up a stamp mill, and 
introduced witness to a Mr. A. K, 
WiUiamBon as a former foreman 
of the Treadwell mine, wtio was 
to operate the mill. Then, on August, 
2!) witnuBB went to Lawrence's house 
and was told by the accused that he had 
managed to purchase the half interest, 
but that it had cost $2,750, Witness 
demurred at paying so large a price, and 
then the licensed said he would assume 
$600 if witness paid $2,250 for the great- 
er interest. Witness still demurred and 
Lawrence had then assured him that a 
mill test made fron^ - SOO pounds of the 
ore webt'$04.7p in.gold,' and said that it 
waa tlfQiKreatest proposition in the prov- 
ince—the coal mmes were nothing to it. 
It ended in witness agreeing to pay $2,- 
250, and [giving bis clieck for $500; a 
note of hand for $750, and a title to some 
land in Westminster district for the 
other $1,0U0. A preliminary agreement 
drawn up at the time waa put in evi- 
dence. It gave the witness the 
greater interest in the claim fur 
"$1 and other valuable considerations," 
having been worded in tliis way at Law- 
rence's request. It was agreed to enter 
into a mining partnership, but thia waa 
never registered as far as witness knew. 
Witness put in assay certificates show- 
ing that samples be had taken from the 
mine only went a trace. On September 
2 it was arranged that Mr. Donaldson, 
who knew how to assay, should take his 
outfit out to the claims and witness was 
to direct how samjjles were to Ijo taken. 
Witness camped out at the claim from 
September 21 to 29, and it was on the 
27th that Mr. Ditcliburn showed him a 
Bainple of quartz with free gold in it. 
This was recognized by witness as a 
piece of tlio Ophir ore and oneof tha sam- 
ples he had given Lawrence when 
that mine was bonded. Lawrence 
had no authority to use this ore for any 
other purpoae tlian as a sample for use 
in selling the Ophir mine. Lawrence 
drove out the same day to the mine and 
showed an assay certificate for $1,120 and 
one for $000 as assays from Goldstream 
ore. Witness did not have an opjior- 
tunity that day of seeing Lawrence pri- 
vately to ask him to explain about tlie 
])iece of ore Jlr. Ditchburn had. 

The witness next proceeded to give a 
graphic description of the row at Mr. 
J^awrenco'fl house. He called to see 
Mr. Lawrence on October 1, ho ex- 
plained,- and on his way stepped in at 
the bank and found that the note for 
$760 he had given Mr. I^wrence on the 
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sale, and which the latter had promised 
sot to use' at once, had been dis- 
counted the very day it was 
made. When he entered the accused's 
house he asked if Mr. Lawrence had 
still the note, and Mr. Lawrence replied 
in the atlirniative. Then witness asked 
to see it, and Lawrence after going out 
of tiie room for a time returned and said 
Ids papers were in such confusion that 
lie could not lind it. Asked if tlie note 
had been discounted Lawrence said : 

" You don't suppose I would lie in 
the matter when I promised not to dis- 
count it? " 

" You are not only a liar but a treach- 
erous liar," retorted the Captain, and 
some few hot words followed. The wit- 
ness then handed Lawrence the letter, 
theeflectof which was published some 
time ago, and told him to read it. _ 

Lawrence spent somo twenty minutes 
reading it, and then said : 

" I suppose the long and the short of 
it ia you want your money back? " 

More'words followed, and then when 
witness said he did not believe that 
there ever was a mill test of the ore na 
stated by the accused, Lawrence replied : 

" You don't leave this room until I 
have this this out with you. You've 
ruined more people than any man in 
Victoria, but you don't ruin mo." 

" Do you mean you will make mo u 
prisoner in your house," asked the 
captain. " You had better let me pass 
through the door." 

" Where are yuu going?" Lawrence 
inquired. 

"I'm going right to the Police Magis- 
trate," replied the witness, who then 
went to the door, and when Lawrence 
pushed liim back he made for 
the window. i.,awrenco followed 
him, iiowever, and pushed iiim 
aside as lie tried to open the sash.

Nicw YouK, Oct. 2.S. — The volume of 
business in stocks to-day was only about 
one half as large as on Taeaday, and the 
market displayed ^ nervousness through 
out, reAecting the after effect of yester- 
day's scoop.

The early extreme losses extended to - 
lier cent, in sugar in the industrials and 
to 1-'., per cent, in the Grangers, with 
iiurlington and Rock Island the chief 
suflerere. Altnough the market was 
sluggish tlie limiletl business waa fairly 
well distributed. There was practically 
no. news having a general bearing upon 
prices. Sugar made a slight recovery 
from the lowest on an advance of % by 
the American sugar refiniog company in 
all grades of refined sugars, sue 
CRcding an equal advance earlier ir 
the day in domestic raw grades. In the 
last hour tlie ueneral market was helped 
slightly l)y the rally in wheat, but fell 
again on renewed realizations and bear 
pressure, bond prices sagged sliglitly 
on limited offerings.

The Evening Post says: " For very 
obvious reasons the stock marlcet has 
by this time pretty much ceased to re- 
flect anything else than the passing 
whims of professional speculators.

VVliilo lio slept the 
dovil, always awiil:o, placed on tho tip 
of the finder a beautiful jewel' — 'a nail. " 

But liow this lustrous, opalescent 
jewel can deteriorate! What is niorc 
ugly than the humuu unil in its degen- 
eracy? 

Manicuring is iv comparatively new 
profession. It has soarcely been popular 
moro than n dozen years, and tho prices 
eomnianded at lirst by the work made it 
a luxury t9 be indulged iu only by those 
with well lined pockets. 

The pioaeers in the field easily re 
ceived $2 for treating tho nails. As a 
profession for women it had plenty of 
elbow room then, hut (lie salaries re- 
ceived were not unusual, bocau.se tho 
ntimber of onstomers at these rates were 
few. 

Gradually it bccamo a fashiouablo 
tiling to havo nails givinr; evidences of 
moro caro t liau could bo hud from mere 
cleauiug and trimming. Many' women 
who found the services of a manicure 
too espi'iisivc bought, seta of iuiplonieuts 
and tho necessary unguents for liouio 
use and struggled on as best they could 
with only a layman's knowledge of the 
art Tlios!^ wore daj-s when the cuticle 
was cut all around tho nail, so that the 
finger looked sore, when crimson dyes 
wero used and a polish wiis desired to 
outrival the diamond iu brilliancy. 

The dictates of fashion havo changed. 
Only the to; ■ is filed and shaped, the 
cuticle left undisturbed except for a 
gentle jir.sliing down ail uronud. Wo 
dyes are us.d — in fact, even auaccentu- 
i'.ted polish is now considered vnlgor by 
the ultra fastidiou.s. 
Most women liave their nailff mani- 

■ cured at least once a week, as tho prices 
)iow charged arc very moderate. In 
suniptncins parlors and iu the fashion- 
able distriets of all largo cities you cau 
have your nails done for 50 cunts. In 

■quiet side streets and plain rooms mani- 
cures are found plying their trade for 
25 cents. This fall in prices shows how 
crowded the profession has become and 
that, to quote a manicure's words to mo 

Avhen I questioned her, "its best doys 
aro over. 

Still, manicuring pays as well as many 
of the callings open to women. In a 
large establishini.'ut where a luimbcr of 
a.ssistauts aro employed a good manicure 
mtikes on iui average $S per week. 

Going into n fashionable manicure 
"parlor" recently, I was impressed by 
the fact that ;ill "th(! girls liad remark- 
ably good skins even for Americans, 
and this is saying a good deal, for, while 
GUI women lack the exquisite ooloriug 
of the English and Irish beauties, they 
outrival them iu tho texture of skin. 

When I was seated by an open win- 
dow thiongh which a delicious breeze 
rourtcsiod and she had taken my hand 
into a loose, gentle clasp, we began 
chatting. 

"IIiAV is it all tho girls here havo 
.such lieautiful eoni])lcxiuns?" I asked. 
"Is it necessary to have a good com- 
plexion in orcier to bo a manicure, or is 
it the veailt of being one?" 

"It is ufcei^sary here, and in every 
place. I prejiuue, . wJaoro- oosmetics are 
sold," and she smiled a little cynically 
as she plied tile and bru.sh. 

"But your good skin is not tho result 
of cosmetics, I'm sure. What do you 
mean?" 

"Well, tliis is betraying confidence, I 
.suiipose, but as you want to know trutli- 
fuUy .some of the little quibs and tricks 
in the business I'll tell you. You see 
there is a counter devoted to cosmetics 
ii.nd lotions. Jly gracious, there is ovory- 
thing tin re — .skin tonics, freckle waslies, 
wrinkle removers, bleach, blooms and 
heaven knows what else. When a cus- 
tomer comes in, a circular of thcso

"Tell Hje something about this busi- 
ness," I said. "Do you like yo\n- work? 
Would you advise a young woman lodk- 
ing about for b profession, to adopt it? 
What are ifs advantages? What are its 
drawbacks?" 

"It is i)!easaut work in uiajiy ways, " 
she said, but without much enthusiasm. 
"It l)e<jomos dreadfully monotonous, but 
I snppose ali daily'wbrk doos. Tho bo- 
gfhning is difllcult. In order to loarn it 
you can eitlier pay $50 to sonie good es- 
tablishment or else give your services

has onongii to live ou tnid gives her 
services fo.' nothing is uevei taught as 
well, I think, because iu many places 
she is sent out to do the hands of cus- 
tomers before she Is lit. She is never 
really taught. S!'.e learns by her blim- 
ders. Sometimes a customer complains 
hero that her nails havo been badly 
, done, her fingers left sore. She is not 
told that the girl has been practicing 
upon her, but that is really tho case." 

"Yon think it's better, then, for a girl 
to pay the amount down if she can?" 

"Yes, becauso in that way sho ia 
taught rapidly and thoroughly and is 
fitted to take a position in a few weok.s. 
Soon she makes up tho ^oO spout, where- 
as in tho other case six months' services 
for nothing show an expenditure of 
twice that amount." 

"How much does she make in the bo- 
ginning?" 

"In a place like thi.«, which is not the 
best paying, sho would commence on §.5 
or per week. But there's a light 
ahead of her. Let her do her work with 
exoeUent oikre, take, an interest is it, 
show a customer that she couldn't pos- 
sibly givo more attention to it, bo po- 
lite, engaging in manner and not over- 
talkative, aud by degrees customers, 
having found out hor name, will come 
and a.sk for lier, will wait half an hour 
for hor, if she's busy, rather than have 
any one else. This increases hor value 
to her employer, and her salary is raised. 
At length when she has come to know 
her customers sho takes them into her 
confidence aud tells them she is about 
to start out ia business for herself, and 
that for no extra charge sho will go to 
their homes and do their nail.s. Tho of- 
fer is always accepted. " 

"Sho has to take away hor employer's 
CQstomera to do this. " 

"Yes, but it is self preservation, and 
employers expect it — in fact, they havo 
to accept it. The customer wants your 
services, and certainly you are not to bo 
blamed if by charging her no more you 
aro able to make a bettor living for 
yourself. I shall leave bore within a 
month, and I know of 35 ladies who 
will give mo their trade." 

"How much will yon make then?" 
"1 shall charge 50 cents, going to 
their homes, and in most instances cacli 
will have her nails douv. onco, a wee);. 
In this way I will make $1:3 or >;i:! per 
week to start with and b}- deforces in- 
crease my patronage until I make .^io. " 

"Then you will bo perfectly satisfied 
with your life?" 

"Ob, I will no doubt have some un- 
pleasant experiences. Yon see I won't 
bo able to select and choe.so my custom- 
ers. I shall also have to go to ollices to 
do tho nails of some of my gentlemen 
piitron.s-!— and,oh, men niak(MU(i so weary , 
sofnotim(>s. If they onl}- know what 
fools they seem — some of them only, of 
course — when they think thi'V must try 
to ogle, compliment and llirt with any 
young woman who has to earn \n'.v liv- 
ing and who is thrown into their society 
under circumstances favorable to thede- 
velopmout of these tactics. They come 
in here, dudi's and giaybeaids, and try 
to get ac(piainted with the girls. We 
just "jolly" them along, aud somotimos 
they think they've made an impression. 
Wo laugh at thom behind their backs, 
and at last in good linio "let them down 
hard," I can toll you. Another impleas- 
aut thing about tho profession is that 
chiropody must go with it A laily 
doesn't want to have one person to do 
her hands aud anothiu- to attend to li(>r 
feet, so it is almost nece.'^sary to learn 
both, and chiropody, while useful, can 
never be regarded as a beautiful profes- 
sion. In those days of pointed boots, 
when poor feet are cramped out of all 
semblance to what nature intended, la- 
dies need the services of a' chiropodist 
about once a mouth or 80.'" 

"If you had to start again, would you 
bo a manicure?" 

Yes. I oan't, complain.. You get 
awfully sick of the human hand, but it 
really isn't hard work to sit hero in 
this pleasant room by this open window 
aud chat to customers while I clip and 
polish and sorape. " Katb Jobdax.

A Washington Dispatch Says Rnssia, Japan 
and the United States Win 

Co-operate, 

AV.^sni.voTo.v, Oct. 2S. — It m stated by 
officials that the United States will have 
the co-operation and support of both 
Russia and Japan in the approaching 
iaano over eataljliBliing protection for tiie 
fur seala of tho Nortli Pacific ocean. Tlie 
question is about to be brought forward, 
as two commissions, one American aiui 
one British, have returned after hu in- 
vestigation of tho conditions in licliriiij^ 
Bea. Aside from tlie information tlmy 

lave received, Assistant .'-^ccrelaiy of tlie 
TrcaHtiry I'lanili n Ikis recently niiidi; n 
rcnorl, after personal in.spection i.i th 
fical iHhinds, sitatin^; that, if niodiruMtioi.,-,

two Bcasoius w;ill bo coninieroiiilly ex- 
tinct." 

The, Japanese covernnicnl staiid-> ready 
to join the Unitiul States in iui\ (jian of 
Boal protection, and ia deairoiH also of 
including sea oilers, which are also be- 
ing exterminated. Tlie CO- .peration of 
Japan is ^id to be of inucli importance 
to the United States as the seal poachers 
and pirates have fitted out nuiinly at 
Japanese ports. Notwithstandiu); this 
Japan feels it to her interest to auppresa 
tlie pirating. Tlie .ln]iane.so government 
T-'unta tlio prohiliitinii,^ made far-reach- 
inL', ao that no doiibi will exist aa to the 
permanent preservation of the seals and 
otters. 

Tlie Russian government, it may bo 
said, will welconje an extcnaion of the 
protection to tho seals. It is pointed 
out that while Russia owned Alaska and 
the Heal ialands, now attaclied to the 
United States, thoro was aconiploto i^ro- 
tection to the aeiila, and the deatnicl.ion 
began under American manaj^onient. 
The poliuy of Russia continues to bo to 
protect the seals on the Russian islands 
of the North Pacific, and there will be 
full co-operation of tlie United States 
toward anv concerted action to that end.

OENTORy MAKING THE FASHION. 

Century riding and record making are 
now engaging the attention of the fast 
cycliata all through America, the racing 
Beasoii proper being at an end and time 
performances |)ractically holding the 
fort. At Bulfalo, IJ. Y.', yesterday, L. 
H. Brown, of Lockport, succeeded in re- 
ducing the century road record for this 
continent, hitherto lield by A, B. Mc- 
Donnell, of Rochester, from 4. -10:09 to 
4.25:00. His performance was on the 
road niftde famous by the Buffalo Pre.ss 
Club's flyers, from J^rie, Pa., to Buffalo, 
a ineasiired hundred miles of fine 
wheeling roads. At Vancouver a 
number of local wheelmen also es- 
sayed a century yesterday, starting 
out at 8 o'clock from the'poat office. 
The route was around Stanlev park, 
biu:k along Hastings street, Westminster 
avenue to the North Arm brewery, and 
return. This was repeated, and "an ad- 
ditional turn or two around the park 
made up the 100 miles. Measr.?. Deane, 
Syicen, Scott, Blaekman and Clark en- 
Loieu. Deane made the first nine miles 
around the park inol minutes. The rain 
unfortunately rendered the roads too 
heavy for really fast riding and deterred 
several intending competitors from turn- 
ing out. It was hoped the skies would 
clear during tlieday, but instead the rain 
increased, and after 10 miles liad lieen 
covered the trial was stopped on account 
of the rain. The best time for HI miles 
was made by A. Clark — 2 hours 34 min- 
utes. A party of Victoria riders will 
try for hundred mile honors on Sunday 
next should roads and weather con- 
ditions permit.

Short Career : Predicted for the 
Erratic •* Caliinet of all 
the Talents." ' 



The invitation to the membeirs of tlie 
Liberal Conservative Association and 
their lady friendfs, to welcome home the 
local representatives and meet Sir 
Charles llibbert Tapper, resulted in a 
fine gathering last evening at the rooms 
of tlio Conservative Club, where two 
hours were spent in the delivery of very 
interesting addi esses. The chair was 
taken by Mr. Geo. Jay, jr., the president 
of the club, and also occupying seats on 
the platform were the guest of the even- 
ing, Sir C. H. Topper ; flon. E. G. Prior, 
Mr. Thus. Earle, M.P., and Hon. Sena- 
tor Macdonald. The chairman opened 
the proceedings with a low words in 
which he announced the object of tho 
meeting — to welcome home the repre- 
sentatives of Victoria upon their return 
after the lirst sesHion since the election 
ancl also to meet Sir Charles i'fibbert 
Tujiper, a gentleman who had worthily 
tilled very high positions in tlie govern' 
nieiit of the country. (Aiiplauee.) lie 
first called ii|)on Hon. K. G. I'rior, M.P. 

Col. I'rior rising amidst applause, in 
his opening remarks expressed liia 
tlianlci to the Liberal-Coiibervatives of 
Victoria, upon this the first occasion 
wlien he had met them since the last 
election, for the splendid manner in 
which they had worked to secure the re- 
turn of himself and Mr. Earle. He saw 
that the opposition propose to contest 
that election, and though he felt coufl- 
dent that their eflbrts in this line also 
will be unsuccessful, he had every con- 
fidence that should another election by 
any chance be called for tho result will 
bo the same. (Applause.) He spoke of 
the great ability which Sir Charles Tup 
per has shown as the leader of the Con 
servative party, notwithstanding his 
great age performing the onerous duties 
with the vigor of- a young man; and re- 
ferred amidst applause to the gue.st of 
the evening. Sir Charles HibbertTup 
per, as possessing the qualities called for 
in a leader of men, and as a worthy suc- 
cessor to hia distingiiiBbed father in the 
]}oHtioal life of the Dominion. Briefly 
reviewing the work of the session, he re- 
ferred to the allegations in the Times 
that what he had stated about subsidies 
for railways in this province was not the 
truth, and he felt it was suflicient to 
say that he had yet to learn that 
his word would not be accepted in 
Victoria against that of the Times. (Ap- 
plause,) What he iiad said about tlie 
railway subsidies, whether from the 
public platform or in private conversa- 
tion, was the simple truth. (Applause.) 
He contrasted the performances of the 
Liberals since the election, with their 

grevious promises, showing that they 
ave done simply nothing but pass 
estimates greatly in excess of the votes 
asked from the House by any previous 
government. Tlie school (juestion, upon 
which they had got into power, it seem- 
ed to him is unfortunately no nearer a 
settlement than it was long before the 
election. (Hear, hear.) In conclusion 
he referred to the discreditable crusade 
being made against the civil servants, 
for the purpose of securing their places 
for r>il)eral favorites. 

Mr. Thomas Earle, M.P., who spoke 
next, dwelt at greater length upon this 
most prominent plank in the Liberal 
platform at jjresent, expressing 
regret that they sliould thus de- 
grade the civil service to the level of 
that of couiitries where tiie spoiis sys- 
tem prevails. (Hear, hear.) Tliey had 
not to go from home for evidence in this 
resiiect, all being aware how employees 
of the governinent have been hounded 
here, while the names of Liberals who 
are to receive the several ofiicea to be 
made vacant in Victoria are being freely 
mentioned about the streets. He re- 
ferred to the strange attitude of the gov- 
ernment with respect to the tarill', so 
strongly denounced before the election, 
but with respect to which the govern- 
ment are now as dumb a s an oyster, 
having been during the past session ap- 
parently finable to suggest a single 
change. (Hear, hear.) In conclusion 
he spoke of Sir Charles Hibbert Tapper, 
and especially of that gentleman's ser- 
vices in the past in connection with the 
sealing industry, and made way for tho 
guest of the evening in confidence tliat 
the audience would be greatly interested 
in hearing him. (Applause.) 

Sni CnAIlLES lIIBBEItT TUPPEU 

at the outset referred to his previous 
visit to Victoria, and the indulgence 
with which he bad been then received, 
when he had ventured to raise his voice, 
to an assembly not altogether friendly, 
on tho topics of the day. That visit had 
been of great value to him, for though 
the importance and poasibilitiea of the 
province had been very strongly im- 
pressed upon the government by the 
members for this province, and by none 
more persistently than by Col.' Prior 
and Mr. Karlo, the fact that the re- 
Iiresentationa of these and other British 
Columbians were in no way exaggerated 
or over-sanguine could hardly be realized 
by one who had not visited this part of 
tho Dominion. It was with great pleas 
ure that he had subsequently welcomed 
a representative of this province in the 
cabinet (applause), and after the right 
of British Columbia had been thus 
established, it seemed almost incredi- 
ble to him that the present Liber- 
al government could let many 
weeks go by without calling a miniatfer 
from tliis province, To do otherwise, it 
seemed to him. would be simply matl- 
nesa. He would bo very greatly siir- 
jirised indeed if the people of Britiali 
Columbia are satisfied, in place of hav- 
ing a representative in tho cabinet, with 
having had the somewhat empty lionoi- 
of one of their members being permitted 
to move the address in rejily to 
the speech from the throne. 
(Laughter.) True Mr. Mclnnes has had 
that honor, and' very creditably per- 
formed the duty, but.it was in his (Sic 
Hibbert's), miBmbiy.i.'that:;^ra a 
time be had himgelf had a similar honor; 
and when tho first blush of modesty liad 

Eassed from his cheek he realized that 
e had been chosen because no other 
young fellow could he found who cared 
for the job. (Laughter.) 

He spoke with confidence of the future 
of tlie Conservative party, who though 



for the time being out of office are happy 
in the knowledge that apart from the 
province of Quebec they reijreaent the 
majority of the people of Canada. In 
Quebec they had been beaten simply bo- 
causetbey had not a French' and Catho- 
lic'.;leadec}:.it was not, upon the tarifP— 
the mbatpmportant ' issue— that the gov- 
emcneni^v^had been defeated (applause) ; 
neither do the inujority who sustain Mr. 
Laurier in jjowcr represent a sentiment 
against allbrding the relief to the min- 
ority in Manitoba that was also a princi- 
pal issue at tho election, for the Liberals 
hud 80 conjured with this question in 
Quebec that they secured support upon 
the promise of granting to the minority 
even more than offered by the Conserva- 
tive government, (tiear, hear.) 

Though the new government is de- 
clared to be a combination of all tho 
talents, he could say with confidence 
that no government had over in so short 
a time made so sorry an exhibition of 
incapacity, and he had no hesitation in 
expressing the opinion that their term 
of oflicB will be very brief. (Hear, hear.) 
He referred to the contradictory course 
of the Liberal government in respect to 
the Qovernor-General's warrants, which 
in violation of their own protoatationa 
when in opposition, and of constitution- 
al practice, they had had issued in place 
of allowing the Hons') of Commons to 
meet on the date settled before the gen- 
eral election. He felt that the diKcns- 
sion which had taken place on Ibis 
point ill the House would liavo tho effect 
that no Govenior-Cieneral in Caviada 
will ever do the same thing under the 
same conditions ajrain, Ue expressed 
regret that any Governor - (.-leneral 
should have placed himself un- 
der suspicion cf exhibitiug bias in 
favor of one political ))arty against an- 
other. He recalled the reason given by 
the Governor-General for refusing to 
sanction certain appointments to the 
Senate proposed by tne late eovemment 
before going out of office. His Excel- 
lency said that if they filled the vacan- 
cies" their successors would be einbar- 
rassetl! (Laughter.) Well, rather! 
(renewed laughter), for bad not Mr. 
Laurier promised to give a |)laco in the 
Senate to Sir Oliver Mowat if Sir Oliver 
would assist him in the elections — in the 
meantime holding on to his good fat 
office of Premier of Ontario. If the 
vacancies had been filled, how could Mr. 
Laurier carry out his bargain? (Hear, 
lieiir.) Ho would like to know what the 
Governor-CJeneral would think if the 
Conservative party were to apply to him 
now not to allow any more vacancies in 
the Senate to be filled, in case they 
should be embarrassed when in the not 
distaut future they return to power. 
(Applause.) 

r Turning next to the events of the ses- 
sion just ended. Sir Charles gave some 
amusing instances of the inhannonioaa 

actions of the cabinet of all the talents — 
or more correctly the cabinet of all the 
artful dodgers, il indeed there is any art 
in the dodging. (Laughter.) He parti- 
cularly mentioned Mr. Dobell, " who 
dre^Yeven better tlian tlie people in the 
Victoria tlieatre — drew a full house every 
night he had charge of the estiinales " 
(laughter), and who had lost conlidence 
in a 20-knot service for Canada because 
the Cunarda — the owners of tho opjiosi- 
tion line to New York— had told him 
that it really would not pay! (Laugh- 
ter.) On the Chinese question, one 
member of the government is found 
hanging on to Li Hung Chang's coat- 
tails or peacock feather, why? Because 
His Excellency asked him not to aban- 
doiithe Chinese! (Laughter.) He dealt, 
with the traflicking now going on in 
Manitoba, about the school settlemejit, 
allowing how a judgeship and a portfolio 
are being held out as bribes to ])uljlic 
men supposetl to be able to smooth the 
way for the Liberal governinent, this 
lieing the sunny way (laughter) that .Mr. 
Laurier has auhstitiiteil for the more 
regular and constitutional procedure 
adopted by his jirclecessors. lu the 
matter of the estimates of expenditure, 
the Liberal government — the creatures 
of retrenchment and reform — have asked 
for 1890-97 nearly three million dollars 
in excess of the Conservative estimated 
for 1895-96. which the Liberals had de- 
nounced all over the country as three or 
four million dollars more than 
necessary under honest government, 
Ho wished in this connection to 
correct the iiiia-stateineiit that the 
Liberals had siinjily brought down 
the estimates of their iiredecessors ; 
what they had done, apparently, was to 
take the applications made by tho vari- 
ous departments, and place them before 
the House in a lump, with their own 
additions, whereas the practice ia to re- 
duce the departmental eatiniales by the 
million if necessary to bring the total 
down to the amount wliich the Finance 
Minister feels justified in recommend- 
ing to the House. He referred to the 
preparations for better Conaervative 
organization nosf going on iu the ICast- 
eru jirovincesof Canada, and the bright 
prospect thus held out of success 
at the next appeal to the ])eo))lo 
— especially when it is reineiiibi'red 
that outside of (Juebec the CouserYativea 
arc now in the majority ; and ho Bpoke 
of the indications of renewed commer- 
cial prosperity in every part of Canada, 
and of the prospectH of the mining dis- 
tricts of British Columbia, which he be- 
lieved and hoped would be fully real- 
ized. At all events tho Conservatives as 
a party would never be found crying 
" blue ruin," but would do their best to 
promote the interests of the country 
whether in power or in opposition, Sir 
Charles having eonoludod his very in- 
teresting addreaa took his seat amidst 
applause. 

Afterwards an informal reception was 
held, many old friends and new remain- 
ing to meet the distinguiahed visitor.

A French Journalist Tours the World Under 

Unique Conditions to Win a Wager. 

A fi^renchman of many expedients, a 
literary genius and a man now or soon 
to bo fatuous among his fellows arrived 
yesterday from Japan on the steamship 
Victoria. He introduces himself as C. 
Bronnrd, " Mauric Boukay," of Gil Bias, 
who according to a neat little jiaragraiih 
he has liad prepared for publication " is 
travelling around the workl— not in the 
luxurious style that most globe trotters 
do, but as best he can. He left Paris on 
February 25 with three cents in his 
pocket and made a wager that he would 
curclethe globe, without begging, and be 
baclc in Paris on Christmas day. So far 
he has been eminently successful. As 
nuich of the journey as possible was 
made by land. At Yokohama he gave 
a lecture, the proceeds of which paid his 
fare across the racific.

In hia 
possession Mr. Bronard is said to have 
numerous souvenirs of the Armenian 
outrages, and not the least interesting is 
the scar of a flesh wound received in an 
attempt upon his life. On tlio voyage 
here Mr. Dodwell, of Dodwell. Carli'll ct 
Co., showed much hospitality to the 
ambitious " tramp," and it ia whisiiered 
by some aboard that he (Mr. Dodwell) 
covered many of the tourist's travelling 
expenaea.
